As presented by Professional Appoint- 
ments Task Force chair Kenneth DeMay 
AIA, the proposal adopted by the board 
clarifies significantly the way in which 
architects are nominated to serve on state 
and city commissions, design-review com- 
mittees and related advisory groups. 


The extensive recommendations address 
the functions of a permanent BSA Com- 
mittee on Professional Appointments, the 
ways in which nominations are solicited, 
guidelines for nominations and related 
issues. More detail will be forthcoming in 
future issues of the Chapterletter. 


In adopting the Task Force’s recom- 
mendations, the board commended Ken 
DeMay and the other Task Force mem- 
bers — Robert Brannen AIA, Thomas 
Green FAIA, Cynthia Howard AIA and 
John Priestly — for their elegant resolu- 
tion of complex procedural issues. 


Serving Young Architects 


The BSA’s New Members Task Force is 
looking for interested members to help 
identify the needs of student, junior and 
newly registered architects. 


This new BSA task force, according to 
chair Marc Margulies AIA, will provide 
an unusual opportunity ‘‘to target ways to 
use the resources of the BSA to meet the 
needs of architects in the early stages of 
their careers.’’

Late 
this summer, the AIA Documents Com- 
mittee issued the first draft of the 14th 
edition, which is scheduled for publication 
in 1986. 


The Professional Practice Committee of 
the BSA, through its Subcommittee on 
Agreements/Contracts, would like to con- 
tribute to the revised edition and would 
like to hear comments and suggestions 
from BSA members. The Subcommittee is 
reviewing the first draft and will coor- 
dinate its comments with those received 
from members. 


All those who have suggestions for im- 
proving the present edition of A201 
should submit them in writing to the Sub- 
committee at the BSA offices. Further- 
more, problems with the present edition 
should be explained, even if the solution 
is not clear. Members’ collective experi- 
ence is an important resource. 


For those who may be interested in under- 
taking a detailed review of the full text of 
the new edition’s first draft, the Subcom- 

mittee will work with AIA to make a copy 
available. 


Your comments on A201 should be sent 
to the subcommittee at the BSA as soon 
as possible to ensure that your concerns 
are addressed. The final deadline, in any 
case, is February 1, 1985. The BSA’s 
comments will then be provided to AIA 
Headquarters in time for the April 1985 
meeting of the AIA Documents Com- 
mittee.
